Tho First Division of the Court of Ses- 
sion in Edinburgh has decided that the Earl 
of Landordale is entitled to tho office of 
Hereditary ‘Standard Bearer for Scotland: 
The case camé up on a reclaiming note 
against a decision of Lord Kyllachy’s.. Ab 
his Majesty’s Coronation the Standard was 
boro by Mr Heiry Sorymgoour- Wedder- 
burn of Wedderburn and Birkhill, to 
whom the Court of Claims decided 
that tha office belonged, and the decision 
of that Court was challenged by Fre- 
derick Henry 13th Earl of Lauderdale, 
who maintained that ho was the rightful 
Standard Bearer, the office having been 
granted by Charles IL. to his ancestor 
Charles Maitland of Hatton, afterwards 
third Earl of Lauderdale, when the honour 
reverted to the Crown owing to tho death 
of tho Earl of Dundee in 1688 without 
jasne ard leaving no lawful heir male;
